WASHINGTON. April 27 (AP)~President 
Trumfin announced today the junction of 
Soviet and American forces in Germany. 
Press Secretary Jonathan Daniels said the 
junction officially took place yesterday at 
Torg-au, a town on the Elbe river, 75 miles 
south of Berlin. Patrols, he said, met a day 
earlier. 

The President said that as a result of the 
meeting, "the enemy has been cut in two," and 
added: 

"This is not the hour of final victory in 
Europe, but the hour draws near, the hour for 
which all the American people, all the British 
people, and all the Soviet people liave toiled 
and pi-ayed so long." 

In a stntement isfiued -HinuiUiineQi.iKly witli the British ai\d 
tilt; RuM.sianH, the President added, "the AnRrlo-Anicrican 
armies under the eommand of General Eificnhowcr have met 
the Soviet forces where they intended to meet — in the heart 
of iia?.i Cierinany." 

The statement added that "the la.st faint, de.sperute hope of 
Hitler and hia ganf;.';ter government has been extinguished." 

Mr. Trnmim said, however, that "until our enemiea are fi- 
nally .subdued in Europe and in the Pueifie, there niiiat be no 
relaxation of effort on the home front in .support of our heroic 
.■ioldiers and nailors as we all know there will be no pa 
the battlefront.s." 

"Where They Intended" 

The Preaidcnt .sixike a word of hope for eventual aotting up 
of iin internfilionai peace organization. Text of the atatement; 

"The Anglo-Amcrienn armies under the command of Gen- 
eral Eisenliower have met the Soviet forces where thoy in- 
tended to jneet-— Ja Uie heart of nazi Germany.

"Thi8,.Ia'H()bA}ie-'Ji0ir'of final victory, iii Europe, but the 
hour drawsnote-.tB* hour for which all the American people, 
all the Brlliah people!!, and all the Soviet people havo toiled 
and prayed so long. 

"The union of our arms in the heart of Germany hi 
meaning for the world which the world will not misa, 
means, finsl, that the last faint, de-spcrato hope of Hitler and 
hia snngHter government has been extinguished. The com- 
mon front ami the common cause of tho powor.s allied In this 
war against tyranny and inhumanity have been dcmoiistra- 
led in fact as Ihey have lonjj been demonstrated in deter- 
mination. Nothing can divide or weaken the common purpjao 
of our vetornn armies to pursue their victorious purpose to ' 
final allied triumph in Germany. 

Tribute to Roosevelt 

"Finally, this great triumph of allied arms and allied strat] 
egy is such a tribute to the courage and determination ol 
Friinklin RooseveU as no words could ever apeali, nnd that 
could be accomplished only by the persistence iind tlie cour- 
age of the fighting Holdiera and nailers of t!ie allied nations, 

"But, until our enemies are finally subdued in EiiroiM; and 
in the Pacific, there must be no relaxation of effort On the 
home front in support of our heroic soldiers and sailor.s as we 
all know there will bo no pause on the battle front.s."

The American people have bren accuBCd 
or reacting coldly or Indlftprpntly to stories 
" of atrocltlefi, even of alrncltlps (lEalnst their 
own countrymen. This Is not wholly true. 
And, It seem!; to us, Ihrre Is nn explanation 
for the measure of truth the ap.cuflallon con- 
tains. 

First or all, It might be recalled that the 
atrocities or Hitler's nazls were what turned 
most Americans ngaln.it the third rolch In 
the days of peace, even when they were Ignor- 
ant or Incredulous of the sinister nazi plan 
for world conquest. It wn.-i Hitler's black heart 
as revealed through pogroms and concentra- 
tion camps Ihnl first aroused our Indignation 
against him. 

for American coldness and tndlftcr- 
encc, it Is llkoly that numbness would be a 
better description. We are all familiar with 
the ract and sight of death. We know how It 
comes on the battlefield. 

But death by slow starvation and un 
speakable torture we cannot visualize, evcc 
though trustworthy reports and photographl 
evidence of the result Is before ua. Nor can 
we visualize or imagine the inhuman ci 
that decrees It. 

Hence our reaction as Incredible story 
after Incredible story of atrocity la brought 
to us. Our Indignation becomes Impotent and 
Intellectual. We are reluctant to credit such 
deeds to members of the human race. And, 
confronted with unassailable proof, we re- 
main stunned and a little Incredulous. 

In that we are probably not too different 
from other people of the earth. Surely the 
middle-aged civilian German, even after 12 
years of Hitler, has been reluctant to believe 
the bestJallty pf hla own tlnd and kin. He may 
have h&d to turn his head to avoid the evi- 
dence before his eyes, and yet he might well 
persist In his disbelief — especially since the 
Ame.ricnn Invasion of his homeland, when 
the urge for fawning Innocence has been 
upon him. 

It wiis this Oermnn, his wile and young 
children and friends, to the number of 1,200, 
who were made to journey from their homes 
In Weimar, hallowed city of German culture, 
to the Infamous nazl concentration camp at 
nearby Buchenwald. 

There they were made to look and smell 
and retch and faint at the evidence of the In- 
credible, subhuman deeds of their "master 
race." Enough of the dead, dying and maimed 
remained there to convince the most stub- 
bom "patriot" among them that there was 
not much use In lying any more. 

We cannot expect a miracle from the visit 
to Buchenwald. But the tortured and forgot- 
ten there have not died without purpose It 
enough Germans can be brought to see the 
^)lace of their pain and Ignominy. 

It Is a profound pity that every German 
cannot be made to see Buchenwald as the 
Americans round it. But at least those 
who did can never again extol the German 
race with the same conviction, however 
fiercely they may try to forget.

HOPEFUL SIGNS 



Probably no President has ever received 
the friendly, hopeful and generally uncritical 
political psychoanalysis that Harry S. Tru- 
man has been subjected to during his first 
few days In office. The nation, appreciating 
the tremendous task of replacing a dominant 
worJd figure at a critical time, has not only 
unanimously wished him well, but has sought 
reasons to convince Itself that he cannot 
possibly faJI. 

Perhaps this puts a greater pressure on 
Mr.- Truman than If he were confronted with 
an implacable opposition waiting for him to 
make the first wrong move. But ao far the 
new President has met the testa and with- 
stood the pressure admirably, showing him- 
self calm, alert, authoritative. 

IT we may succumb to the temptation of 
analysis, we should say that he la a consoll- 
dator where President Roosevelt was an In- 
novator. And he appears to have a talent for 
conciliation, without compromising hla course 
of action. 

President Truman's talent and reputation 
for conciliation may have been reflected in 
the recent White House visit of eight or his 
former colleagues rrom the Republican aide or 
the senate. And when one thinka of the pow- 
erful, final voice that the senate will have m 
this country's participation In the world se- 
curity council, that visit was a welcome sign.
